THE commerce of Panama amounts to about $3,000,- 
000 per annum, its population to about 300,000, and its 
area to 31,571 square miles, or nearly equal to that 
of the state of Indiana. 





THE announcement that the Hawaiian sugar crop of 
1903 is 420,000 tons, or 840,000,000 pounds, lends 
special interest to some figures recently presented by 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, through its 
Bureau of Statistics, covering the growth of sugar 
production in Hawaii under the close commercial rela- 
tions with the United States established by the reci- 
procity treaty in 1876, and further developed by an- 
nexation in 1898. These figures show that the sugar 
production of Hawaii in 1903 was practically thirty-five 
times as great as that of the period immediately pre- 
ceding the reciprocity treaty. 








Tue Supreme Court of Michigan have handed down 
an interesting decision in the case of Randa vs. the 
Detroit Screw Works, which touches on the question 
of employers’ responsibility. It appears that the 
plaintiff was injured by the bursting of an emery wheel 
at which he was working. The evidence showed that 
it was customary for the workmen to select the wheels 
to be used, and that it was negligent to use a six-inch 
wheel upon a machine geared to high speed. The 
foreman ordered the wheel placed on a machine of 
high speed and the plaintiff was ordered to use it. The 
court held that under the circumstances the plaintiff 
assumed the risk; that the act of the foreman in or- 
dering the wheel used was not the act of the master, 
and that the foreman was a fellow-servant of the 
plaintiff. The court said that the question whether one 
is a fellow-servant or not depends upon the nature of 
the act. It is one which is the duty of the master, 
like keeping a machine in repair, the master is respon- 
sible for injuries resulting from negligence therein; 
but if the act is one usually performed by employes 
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-and the master has no duty in the premises, it is the 
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act of a fellow-servant. 


THERE is no doubt, nor has any been entertained 
during the summer or early fall, that general business 
throughout the United States is excellent. The clear- 
ings reported from various cities indicate that, and 
the speedy movement of the crops and the large export 
that is looked for will, of course, stimulate business 
in the late fall and early winter. But, after all, some 
contraction, some postponement or abandonment of in- 
vestment are inevitable and the tendency, strongly re- 
vealed recently, of the railway managers to decrease 
heavily in some instances the number of their employes, 
also indicates contraction of general business. 

On the other hand, the almost unprecedented and 
unexpectedly large harvests of the West and the cer- 
tainty that the surplus of them will command good 
prices in Furopean markets, together with the practical 
suspension of speculation, will combine to invigorate 
these conditions in the spring. Therefore, it may be 
reported as the opinion of those in Wall street whose 
views are accepted always as reasonable that it is a 
mistaken idea in the far West that Wall street expects 
wholesale, widespread contraction and liquidation in 
general business comparable with that which took 
place in the securities market. But it is expected that 
for a year or so the excessive energy, the white heat of 
commercial and business activity which have been so 
characteristic of our condition for some years will be to 
some extent impaired, although no one believes that 
this slackening will be more than temporary. 








THE city of Chicago owns public buildings which, 
with their contents, are valued at more than $40,000.- 
000, exclusive of the realty on which they stand, and 
yet that city is paying fire insurance upon only one 
building, holding a policy of $65,000 upon the Isola- 
tion Hospital at Thirty-fifth street and Lawndale ave- 
nue. The Chicago Public Library, with its equipment 
and contents, is valued at $2,442,854, and yet there is 
not a cent of fire insurance placed upon it. The public 
school buildings of the city are valued at $19,570,921, 
on which the city assumes all the risks of fire, light- 
ning, etc. The City Hall, valued at $1,717,587, is not 
insured. The municipal authorities rightly hold that 
as most of the city’s property lies in such a manner that 
one fire could scarcely reach two buildings under ordi- 
nary circumstances, the comparative risk is small. This 
policy has been more than justified by the heavy savings 
it has caused, as it would cost the city $1,280,000 every 
five years to insure its buildings for 80 per cent of their 
valuation. This appears to us to be sound business 
policy, and there is no reason why the members of the 
state hardware association, taken collectively, should 
not find it‘exactly as much to their interest as it is to 
the interest of the city of Chicago to follow up this’ line 
of policy. It is inconceivable that all the hardware 
stores in the state of Indiana or Missouri should burn 
up in a single year, or for that matter that any appre- 
ciable percentage of them should be destroyed by fire. 
Consequently the risk taken by the dealers collectively 
is very small, and their saving by the abolition of the 
expense of old line policies is very large. 









































































































RANDOM SKETCHES.

I RAN across the following extremely interesting 
article in the Chicago Tribune of November 8: 

“Just how economically the world of the present is 
providing for its defectives and taking them up as 
worth while to the community life and work was re- 
marked the other day by a man who is in touch with 
the mail order business. 

“Do you know,’ he said, ‘there are big mail order 
houses to-day having inside them in working capaci- 
ties enough of the lame and the halt and the blind to 
suggest a hospital or a sanitarium more than a great 
business house? The element of personal appearance 
enters largely into the world of selling goods at retail 
over a counter. At the first appearance of an appli- 
cant at an employment window in any retail establish- 
ment down town it may be taken for granted the em- 
ployer’s first thought is for the personal front of the 
individual. Owing to the demands of counter selling 
the salesman must be scund physically before he can 
hope to offer himself. But after this inventory he must 
pass inspection as to appearance. 

“*An ugly birthmark will disqualify him. Eyes that 
are crossed will be a disadvantage. A harsh, abrupt 
manner and speech may lose him a place that he other- 
wise might fill. Homeliness or any peculiarity of face 
or figure may disqualify him. 

“ “Once disqualified for the counters of the downtown 
retail houses, the logical places for these defectives are 
the mail order houses, and they troop there in scores 
and hundreds. Even the marked cripple may take up 
the work of filling orders in these houses. Scars, 
homeliness, marks and personal disfigurements are 
overlooked in the applicant on account of his working 
more cheaply than will the more desirable ones of the 
craft. Thus the unfortunates of the class find lodg- 
ment away from the critical eyes of the public which 
they serve with a cheerful fidelity for the most part. 

“Tt is only another of the examples of how natural- 
ly civilization seems to find ways and means for the 
unfortunates of her own making.’ ” 

So the catalogue house, it seems, skillfully utilizes 
for its own advantage the misfortunes of the race and 
snaps up human “seconds” as it does tinware “sec- 
onds” at reduced rates. As cheapeners of labor the 
department store and the catalogue house vie with 
each other in unseemly competition. The heartless 
managers of these corporations make capital out of 
birthmarks and clip down a man’s wages because he 
has an uncouth scar, the badge perhaps of heroism. 
The whole system, with its debauchery of federal 
officials, employment of underpaid and inefficient help, 
use of lying advertisements and shoddy gdods, is a 
festering sore and a thorn in the side of legitimate 
merchandising. Fortunately united action on the 
part of the retail trade is clipping the wings of these 
trade trusts gorged with the plunder of the weak and 
the credulous.

Likewise, groceries of all kinds, 
among which are queensware, glassware, hardware, 
tinware, salt, loaf and Orleans sugar, wine, French 
brandy, rum and whisky,.all of which will be sold at a 
moderate advance.

AN interesting little story showing one advantage 
of mutual over old line insurance comes from the In- 
surance Field of Louisville, Ky. During the month of 
May, 1902, the tower of the large building occupied by 
the Gray-Dudley Hardware Co. of Nashville, Tenn., 
was struck by lightning and the elevator shaft was set 
on fire. The blaze was put out by a sprinkler head, and 
as the loss was only 10 cents on each $1,000 insurance 
carried by the firm, no claim was made at the time, and 
the matter was forgotten until Nov. 3 last, when a 
claim was put in for the damage. Owing to the prac- 
tice of agents of the old line insurance companies of 
sub-dividing insurance among a number of different 
companies, the result in this case is that the pro-rata 
of the different concerns amounts to some 50 cents to: 
a dollar in each case, and the agents are loath to ask 
payment of the companies. Of course, the Gray-Dud- 
ley Hardware Co. are entitled to the $10 or $20 or 
whatever their loss may be, but at the same time it 
looks rather ridiculous to collect this amount from 
some ten or twenty different insurance companies. It 
is certainly much easier to collect a trivial amount 
from a mutual company than from a number of old 


line companies.

One of the metal papers recently announced that 
manufacturers of solder had reduced the price of that 
material 4% cent a pound in consequence of the lower 
prices for pig iron. I suppose that we may look to

THERE have been a number of law-suits over the 
question of the similarity of names by which different 
firms designate their product. An interesting recent 
decision in this line is handed down by the New York 
Court of Appeals in the case of the Barret Chemical 
Co. vs. Stern. It appears that the plaintiff had adopt- 
ed and used the term “Roachsault” as descriptive of a 
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preparation for the destruction of the somber cock- 
roach. The defendant company manufactured an arti- 
cle to be used fot the same purpose, which he styled 
“Roach Salt.” The court held that the plaintiff was 
not entitled to an injunction restraining the defendant 
from the use of the label in question, saying: 

“Both parties are engaged in the same business and 
both have made use of a common word to describe the 
character, quality and use of an article for destroving 
insect life. The fact that the plaintiff made use of the 
word before the defendant did not give him the ex- 
clusive right to it, since it was merely descriptive of the 
article. There is no allegation or finding that anv 
fraud was intended or committed, or that the defendant 
by the use of the word palmed off his goods to the 
public as the goods of the plaintiff. The case, in its 
legal aspect, is practically. the same as if each party 
had labeled his goods ‘Roach Poison’ instead of ‘Roach 
Salt.’ They are all common descriptive words, indi- 
cating to the purchaser of the article that it was a 
powder or preparation for destroying roaches or other 
insects and when the two labels are compared, with 
respect to size, color, character and advertising cap- 
tion, descriptive of the thing to which it is attached, 
they are so dissimilar that it is scarcely possible that 
any Observer possessing reasonable intelligence who 
wanted to procure the plaintiff’s goods would be like- 
ly to be deceived, or mistake the defendant’s article 


for that of the plaintiff.”

He has been 
conducting a crusade against cigarettes 
for three years, but these are the first ar- 
rests he has caused.

Dip you ever sojourn next to the wide, wide sea and 
watch the fickle antics of the tide? Aside from the 
ordinary ebb and flow there are stormy seasons when 
huge masses of water are hurled upon the shore. Then 
again, there are days when the surface of the sea is 
lulled in peaceful calm. A similar condition is often 
observable in the hardware store. Day after day of 
the last warm days of fall merchant and clerk loll 
around the stores with very little to do. But the minute 
the mercury goes down and it gets a bit cold the flood 
will be upon them and they will be rushed to death 
by the crowds of shoppers. They will be rushing and 
pulling and shoving and hauling to make up for lost 
time. They will have two months’ work packed into 
one week. Consequently, they shall not be able to give 
our customers the best satisfaction, and there will be a 
lot of complaints. 

No hardware dealer has ever yet been able to figure 
out why sane and sensible citizens will put off the pur- 
chase of absolutely necessary articles for winter use un- 
til it gets cold. The advantages of buying now, before 
it turns cold, are so plain that I should think they 
would appeal to everybody. 

All the winter stocks of stoves, etc., are full and com- 
plete early in the season. Hardware dealers are not 
crowded, and have plenty of time to give each customer 
all the attention he can possibly want. He can get 
prompt service and equally prompt delivery. There 
are a dozen reasons why he should buy now, instead of 
waiting to join the crowd which will pack the stores on 
the first cold day. Then why in the name of goodness 
doesn’t he do it? 

There are tens of thousands of women who have de- 
cided, for instance, to buy new stoves this winter. 
They are just as well prepared to buy now as they will 
be to-morrow, or next week, or the first day the weath- 
er turns cold. Why don’t they come into the store, at 
their leisure, look over the practically complete and 
untouched stocks, and pick out just what they want 
without hurry or crowding? I don’t know, I’m sure. 

I suppose the real reason why a good many of them 
postpone buying is because they have never thought of 
the advantage of buying before the rush begins. If 
they did realize the advantages of so doing from their 
own standpoint, to say nothing of the relief to the 
clerks, they would certainly get busy. 

There is, however, another side to this shield. If, 
as so many hardware dealers complain, a good many 
customers postpone buying until the icy blasts stir 
them up, whose fault is it? Procrastination is in some 
cases co-operative misdemeanor, and I believe that 
hardware dealers could materially decrease this prac- 
tice by timely and judicious advertising. So could 
jobbers, too, for that matter, as the unnecessary “rush” 
order is as much the bete noir of jobber and manufac- 
turer as it is of retailer.

Cold air is taken in and superheated through a special 
flue under the oven flue proper. It is jetted into the 
fire box through the slots in the lining. The manufac- 
turers guarantee either hard or soft coal fire to keep 
over night without covering—if all dampers are closed 
except the check damper in stove pipe. The cast iron 
ash chute can be easily lifted out and is the only per- 
fect guide for ashes, etc. The ash pan fits closely to 
bottom rim. Ash pit door is mounted air-tight. The 
bottom has broad lip on’ inner side and prevents the 
ashes from falling out when the door is open. The 
cast back flue is all in one piece and gives perfect draft 
around oven, as it is air-tight. The pouch feed with 
register draft measures four inches in the clear. The 
fire box can be completely removed in thirty seconds. 
It has a heavy sectional lining and superheated air is 
jetted through the slots and mixed with the unburnt 
gas. An air chamber back of the lining prevents the 
accumulation of ashes, etc., and guides them to the 
ash pan by a cast iron chute.

2. Find slant on the square. 

3. Strike a circle, radius equal to slant height. 

4. Use radius as a chord, and on this chord lay 
off six times the difference between the two radii;

draw the line from center through these points, allow 
for locks and edge and cut out. 

To illustrate, we will take a hoop that measures 12 
inches after edge is turned and pitch it 134 inches. 
We find the slant height is 6% inches. Strike a circle 
and use the radius as a chord, then on this chord meas- 
ure off six times the difference between the two radii 
(6 and 6% inches) which is 1% inches; allow for 
locks and edge, then cut out. 


EXPORT TAX ON 





TIN ORE IN THE MALAY 


STATES. 





A correspondent in the Pall Mall Gazette, in discuss- 
ing the prohibition on the export of tin ore, writes: 

“This action has been freely criticised in all circles 
throughout the Straits, but it is generally admitted to 
be a judicious step. If a protective tariff had not been 
imposed upon the export of tin ore from the Federated 
Malay States, America, taking 70 per cent or more 
of the whole supply of ore and smelting it herself, 
would in the fullness of time consider the smelting and 
refining of tin ore a new industry and promptly im- 
pose a protective tariff thereon by heavily taxing all 
slab tin coming into the country from the Straits Set- 
tlements and other countries. And what would be the 
result? The American market for slab tin would be 
closed to Straits shippers. Not only that, America, 
in taking such a large percentage of the output of tin 
ore, would practically be able to monopolize the supply 
and to fix her own prices for the raw material. The 
Straits mines and miners would be controlled by Amer- 
ican companies engaged in the importation of tin ore, 
and sooner or later these companies would combine 
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and another gigantic trust would come into being. But 
the step taken by the government of the Federated 
Malay States has prevented smelted tin from becoming 
an American monopoly. The duty of $30 per picul 
(133-3 pounds) practically means an ad valorem duty 
of 33 per cent on all tin ore exported from the Straits, 
and this is sufficient to rout all the ingenious schemes 
devised by enterprising Americans. That it is protec- 
tion will not be denied; but it is protection for the pur- 
pose of preserving a local industry in the Straits Set- 
tlements and of making sure that the Federated Malay 
States, as producers, get their fair customs export reve- 
nue on their export of tin ore, and while hindering no 
one locally from buying and (or) smelting tin ore it 


keep the Straits market in slab tin open to the world.”

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Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Results of recent elections, while not directly affect- 
ing the pig iron business, have sufficient bearing on the 
general situation to be construed as confirming former 
prognostications that we are probably in for a long 
period of low prices and depression. Or, in other 
words, that while not tending to positively aid the 
“bear” side of the market, it may do so negatively. 

Buying has been probably a little heavier during the 
past week, but prices are holding their own, if indeed 
there has not been actual reduction all along the line. 

Foundries, as a rule, report fairly good business; al- 
though not of as much volume as six months or a year 
ago. 

Efforts to restrict production continue and results 
will undoubtedly soon be in evidence. 





IRON AND STEEL. 

The revision of prices on finished steel products, 
which began with tin plate, is expected soon to extend 
to structural material and other lines. The pig iron 
trade continues unsettled. One of the large Southern 
companies, for delivery after January 1, demands 25 
cents a ton more than it is now acccepting for spot iron. 
.. Pennsylvania iron is weak. 

There has been a considerable shrinkage in pig tin 
values, both here and abroad. Restriction of con- 
sumption is reflected in the smaller operations by both 
consumers and speculators. In London the depression 
is especially pronounced on account of the inadequacy 
of European consumption to make up for the waning 
requirements of American consumers. The steady 
downward course of the English market in fact is 
largely, if not wholly, the result of the unfavorable de- 
velopments on this side of the Atlantic. The weakness 
here is mainly due to the slack demand from consumers 
and to large tenders for November delivery, but the 
general depression in the iron and steel situation is in- 
directly responsible for a considerable part of it. 





BILLETS, 

Four dollars a ton was the cut on the pool price of 
billets this time, and done to meet the competition of 
independent mills, and both Bessemer and open-hearth 
billets placed on the same basis. The extras heretofore 
charged for forging billets have been done away with, 
and steel for re-rolling or forging can now be pur- 
chased at the same price. The inquiry from the Inter- 
national Harvester Co. for 6,000 tons of open-hearth 
billets mentioned last week has been temporarily with- 
drawn from the market, and we note that the inquiry 
for 4,000 tons of open-hearth billets, reported two 
weeks ago, has also been held up. Trading is quiet. 
We quote mill shipments, carload lots, Bessemer and 
open-hearth billets, $24; small lots from store, 1.30c to 
1.400. 





BARS. 
Last week the reduction of $6 per ton was announced 





in the steel bar price, and this product is now being of- 
fered on the basis of 1.46%c Chicago. Hoops and 
angles have suffered a proportionate reduction. Bar 
iron has also been reduced $1 a ton and is now being 
openly offered by Western mills at 1.40c Chicago. It 
is too early to note any increase in the demand for 
either product as a result of the change in prices, but 
the buying was very light previous to the announce- 
ment. We quote mill shipments, carload lots, Chi- 
cago delivery: Iron, 1.40c to 1.45c; Bessemer steel, 
1.46%4c; angles, less than 3x3, 1.561%4c base, half ex- 
tras; hoops, 1.91%4c. Quotations from jobbers’ stocks, 
iron, 1.55c to 1.65c; steel, 1.60c to 1.70c; small angles, 
channels and tees, less than 3x3, 1.70c to 1.80c. 





PLATES. 


The business on plates this week has been very 
quiet. Prices are weak and independent producers are 
shading the quotations of the leading producer $4 a ton. 
We quote mill shipments, Chicago delivery, tank steel, 
44-inch and heavier, 1.75c; flange steel, 1.85c. On lots 
from jobbers’ stocks, we quote: Tank steel, %4-inch 
and heavier, I.90c to 2c; 3-16, 2c to 2.10c; No. 8, 
2.10c to 2.20c; No. 10, 2.15¢ to 2.25c; flange steel, 
2.25¢ to 2.35¢, all f. o. b, warehouse. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

The jobbers have had a fair trade this week on small 
orders, but this is about all the business in this line. 
Mill business is quiet to lifelessness. There is no 
change in prices and we quote mill shipments, Chicago 
delivery: Beams and channels, 16 inches and under, 
1.75c; 18 inches and over, 1.85c; universal plates, 
1.75c; angles, 3x3 and larger, 1.75c; tees, 3x3 and 
larger, 1.80c; zees, 1.75c.

MERCHANT STEEL.

WIRE NAILS. 


The cut of $1.00 a ton on wire nails has been denied 
by the leading manufacturers and insist that the price 
remains at $2.15 to $2.20, Chicago. Business is un- 
usually active, it is claimed, and the outlook bright. 





CUT NAILS. 

The demand for cut nails is considerably more active 
owing to the cut in prices. The prices to jobbers here 
are $2.06% in carload lots and $2.11% in less than 
carload lots, and they retail from store at $2.25. 
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BARB WIRE. 

The condition of barb wire remains the same and the 
leading producers insist that no change in prices is 
likely to be made in the next six months, as the de- 
mand is fully up to the facilities for supplying it. Gal- 
vanized wire is selling on the basis of $2.75 to $2.80 
in carload lots, and painted at $2.45 to $2.50. For 
small lots 5 to 10 cents extra is charged. Staples in 
carload lots sell as follows: Plain, $2.30 to $2.35, and 
galvanized, $2.70 to $2.75. 





SMOOTH FENCE WIRE. 

The sales of smooth fence wire is good and the pros- 
pects for future demand is bright and satisfactory. 
The leading factor claims that there is no difficulty in 
making sales at current prices, which are as follows: 
Nos. 6 to 9, $2.05 to $2.10 in carload lots on track, and 
$2.15 to $2.20 in less than carload lots from store; 
galvanized, 30 cents extra for Nos. 6 to 14, and 60 
cents extra for Nos. 15 and 16, 





WAGON AND CARRIAGE SPRINGS. 

The market for carriage and wagon springs is re- 
ferred to by the manufacturers as in a fairly satisfac- 
tory condition, with about a normal demand. There 
is some evidence of a disposition on the part of the 
trade to defer orders in view of the declining price of 
iron, thinking that perhaps this will affect springs. 
Prices are, however, well maintained and the market is 
in a better condition, owing to the fact that some 
houses who some’ time ago were making exception- 
ally low prices deemed it advisable to withdraw them. 





TIN. 
Tin has been steadily declining and is now quoted at 
25\%c bid for spot and New York, and 25%4@25'4c 
for futures. The jobbing price is easier at 27@27¥c. 





TIN PLATES. 

The cut of 10 cents a box in the price of tin plate 
dbes not, it is said, abrogate the rebate heretofore al- 
lowed of five cents a box on cokes and ten cents on 
ternes. Notwithstanding this tin plates are steady and 
unchanged at jobbing prices: Melyn, $6.50@7; Allo- 
way, $5.75@6.25 ; coke, $4.8714@6.50; ternes, $5.25@ 
8 ; additional X, $1.50@1.75 more. 





LEAD. 


The situation in lead is unchanged, the Smelters’ 
Association still asking 4.47%c for 50-ton lots and 
4.52%c for 25-ton lots. Spot lots in New York are 
quoted at 4%c. Here the jobbing quotation is firm at 
4H%@sS%e, according to quantity.
